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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The following Office Action is responsive to the amendments and remarks 
received on December 14, 2009. The amendments, submitted after a Final Office 
Action, are entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-17, 19-24, 26, and 29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, Yamazaki (US Patent No. 6, 11 5,007), teaches a device for displaying three- 
dimensional images, but fails to teach that the size of the pixels... vary as a function of 
the viewing angle... as O.5[tan((n+1)A0eye)-tan((n+1)A0 e ye)]- The prior art of record, 
either singly or in combination, fails to teach or suggest any reason to vary the size of 
the pixels according to the above equation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 10-11, filed December 14, 2009, with respect 
to the rejection of claims 1, 2, 4-8, and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), and the rejection of 
claims 3, 1 0-1 2, 1 4-1 7, and 1 9-26 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8, 10-17, and 19-26 has been withdrawn.
